It 
therefore goes beyond the scope of the Bill and is contrary to citation 698(1) of Beauchesne's 
Parliament Rules and Forms (6th edition) which reads as follows: "An amendment is out of order if 
its is irrelevant to the bill, beyond its scope or governed by or dependent upon amendments already 
negatived." 

Consequently, I rule the amendment out of order."
